and that Is the real reason such desperat 
opposition is being made to the anti-

the Republicans of other states their 
•bility to cast it for Ulysses S. Grant. 
We declare that in him we repose abso- 
lute trust for his honesty, his fidelity to 
duty, his serene judgment and solid in- 
telligence, his varied experience, and 
for the uniform success that had ever 
attended his efforts in securing integ- 
rity perpetuity, grandeur and, the pros- 
perity of our common country.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—The Demo- 


crate came near precipitating a politi- 
cal debate in the Senate to-day, over a 
proposition to pass a bill removing the 
statutory disqualifications against a 
man who entered the Con'ederate army 
at the age of 10 and served all through 
the war, so as to make him eligible for 
an appointment as Paymaster in the 
regular army. The bill was favorably 
reported from the Military Committee, 
and warmly advocated by Bayard, 
Thurman, White and other Democrats. 
It was resisted by Logan, Edmunds, 
How »nd others on the Republican 
side. Mr. Logan elicited some applause 
by declaring that he did not think tbe 
men who had fought against the Union 
should be rewarded by appointments in 
the army in preference to those who 
fought to save it. He declared that he 
was opposed to allowing the men who 
fought in the Confederate army to 
enter the army now to be supported by 
the country. The discussion was ex- 
ceedingly interesting, and the Demo- 
crats soon found they had made a great 
mistake in bringing this bill forward at 
this time.
